Strobe Talbott, the 
U.S. deputy secretary of state, was in 
Moscow on Thursday to try to mend 
relations. 

Sources in Washington said 
Holbrooke had gained a pledge from 
Serbian President Slobodan Milosevic 
that the Bosnian Serbs would pull out 
their heavy weapons. The deal report- 
edly called for U.N. inspection of 
both Bosnian Serb and government 
weapons. 

Milosevic is negotiating for the 
Bosnian Serbs. 

Other sources, speaking on condi- 
tion of anonymity, said the plan also 
called for a cease-fire in the Sarajevo 
area and guaranteed that the Serbs 
would be protected from any govern- 
ment attack.

Russian government denounces 
NATO air assaults on Sarajevo

MOSCOW — The NATO bombing 
of Bosnian Serbs has aroused the 
Russian bear to anger like no other 
issue since the end of the Cold War 
and has stirred suspicion and antago- 
nism toward the West. 

Russian officials have condemned 
the bombing campaign as genocide; 
lawmakers have volunteered to act as 
“human shields;” and the public, 
largely apathetic about most political 
issues, opposes the airstrikes. 

President Boris Yeltsin, his unpopu- 
lar government and even his enemies

Russia’s emotional response to 
NATO bombings showed deep dis-' 
may over its perceived loss of power 
and status and a feeling that NATO is 
intruding in the Balkans, where 
Russia has had cultural and religious 
ties for hundreds of years.

Gingrich introduces 
Medicare reform plan

WASHINGTON — House Speaker 
Newt Gingrich’s Medicare reform 
plan would raise seniors’ Medicare 
premiums and automatically reduce 
payments to doctors and hospitals if 
savings targets were not hit. 

The plan, revealed Thursday in out- 
line form by Republicans, would give 
the elderly a chance to enroll in a 
variety of private health plans each 
year, including health maintenance 
organizations. Those who wanted no 
change could stay in traditional 
Medicare. 

It would phase out Medicare Part B 
premium subsidies for wealthy 
seniors, starting at incomes of 
$75,000 for an individual and 
$150,000 for a couple. 

It would make all other seniors keep 
paying 31.5 percent of the costs of 


that Part B coverage for doctor bills 
and lab tests. Under current law, the 
premiums are supposed to drop to a 
25 percent share in January 1996 and’ 
even less after 1998. pe 

But most seniors’ premiums would 
increase just $7 to $10 a month more. 
than under President Clinton’s bud- 
get, the Republicans said. 

Clinton’s budget would allow the 
Medicare premiums to climb to 
almost $83 by 2002. The Republicans 
say their premiums will be in the 
range of $90 to $93 by then. The pre- 
mium now is $46.10 a month. 

The GOP plan would boost spend- 
ing on each Medicare beneficiary 
from $4,800 to $6,700 and help keep 
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Scientist’s tampering accusations 
bring FBI crime lab under review

WASHINGTON — The Justice 
Department’s inspector general is 
investigating allegations by an FBI 
scientist that evidence in high-profile 
criminal cases was tampered with at 
the FBI’s crime laboratory. 

The probe involves some of the 
biggest cases in recent years, from the 
O.J. Simpson trial, to the World Trade 
Center and Oklahoma City bombings 
to a Georgia mail bombing case 
investigated by FBI Director Louis 
Freeh in his prosecutor days. No 
wrongdoing by Freeh has been 
alleged. 

Attorney General Janet Reno said 
today she met with Inspector General 
Michael R. Bromwich to discuss the 
allegations, which came to her atten- 
tion last month. 

“T told him I wanted to make sure 
that we pursued any matter of concern 
... and we’ll await his report,” Reno 
said at a news conference. 

The FBI said it has reviewed more 
than 250 cases involving work done 
by its crime lab after one of its agents 
alleged that his colleagues slanted 
their testimony and fabricated evi- 
dence to help prosecutors in some 
cases. 

“To date, no evidence tampering,

evidence fabrication or failure to 
report exculpatory evidence have 
been found,” the FBI said in a state- 
ment Wednesday. “Any findings of 
such misconduct will result in tough’ 
and swift action by the FBI.” 

Special Agent Frederic Whitehurst, 
who made the allegations and was 
interviewed Wednesday night on 
ABC-TV’s “Primetime Live” pro- 
gram, labeled the FBI statement 
“garbage.” 

“I am obviously disagreeing with 
my superiors in this matter. This 
report is garbage. ... It’s garbage. I 
personally know about the review of 
those 250 cases,” Whitehurst said. 

Defense lawyers want to call 
Whitehurst as a witness at the O.J. 
Simpson trial in Los Angeles because 
he has claimed that FBI agent Roger 
Martz , who gave testimony damag- 
ing to Simpson, has slanted evidence 
in testimony in other cases.

ing. 
Although the Intergovernmental 
Panel on Climate Change said cattle 
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Hear successful entrepreneurs share their 
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account for three-fourths of methane 
emissions, there are many other fac- 
tors contributing to ozone depletion. 

A study by Colorado State 
University attributed 21 percent of the 
total methane emissions to the nation- 
al wetlands, 20 percent to rice grow- 
ing, 14 percent to domestic animals 
and 7 percent to land fills. 
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depletes — harmful ozone, in the 
ground atmosphere we live in. 

“Ozone at ground level causes dam- - 
age to humans. Ozone attacks and 
damages cells in the lung. It causes 
irritation, inflammation and reduces 
elasticity in the cells so that over a 
certain amount of years the cells 
won't stretch as well,” Dalley said. 

“Tt also causes the membranes of the 
alveoli to rupture. which decreases 
the surface area of the lung where the 
oxygen exchange takes place.” 

Neal. Olson,-an-environmental scien-..._. 
tist for Utah’s Division of Air Quality, 
said that only small amounts of 
methane reach the upper atmosphere 
to contribute to the greenhouse effect. 

Dalley said, “Methane is not easily 
converted into ozone. ... other materi- 
als like gasoline are more harmful.” 

Dalley said the Wasatch Front 
exceeded the national air quality stan- 
dard for ozone on two separate days 
this year. He said it was the first time 
in four years it was exceeded. 

Max Wallentine, of BYU’s Animal 
Science Department, said, “The effect 
of livestock emissions has been over- 
exaggerated by environmentalists.”

| Mario J. Aranda challenged communications students 
Thursday to avoid creating an “us” and “them.” 

Speaking to a large group in the de Jong Concert Hall as 
part of the Communications Department symposium, 
Aranda, chairman of the Tribune Company’s Hispanic 
Cross-Business Task Force, drew on his experiences as a 
Hispanic male in the world of communications to express 
the need to accept diversity throughout the world. 

A graduate of BYU, he first shaped his ideas about diver- 
sification while studying in Provo. 

“A lot of the early lessons I learned about diversity, I 
learned about here,” he said. “And they were both good and 
bad.” 

Aranda emphasized his point with examples of how 
members of The Church of Jesus Christ of Latter-day 
Saints often use certain communication factors to distin- 
guish themselves from other people. 

“When around BYU, you can often hear people talk 
about the ‘true church,’ and refer to every nonmember as a 
gentile,’ he said. “As communicators we have to be careful 
of that taxonomy.” 

He also challenged those in attendance to come to an 
understanding of “‘a new verb, and that verb is ‘to unkind.’” 

Explaining that people often hold beliefs and misconcep- 
tions about other races, ethnicities and opposite genders, he 
stressed that we must come to accept everyone, not only 
those people who are of our ‘kind.’ 

“Any diversity program that unkinds people is bound to 
create friction and diminish the whole,” he said. “That 
includes all people. If a program does not include wealthy 
white males, it is not diverse.” 

Jason Russell, a senior from Orem, majoring in public 
relations, felt that Aranda “had some really good insights 
and said some things I hope I'll never forget.” 

Among these insights, Russell cited the need of all to 
come together in an effort to diversify.

In non-league action, Fresno State 
(2-0) entertains Pacific (1-1), and 
Texas-El Paso (0-2) is home against 
Division II Valdosta State (1-1). 

“We're trying to get better on 
defense and so are they (BYU),” 
Tollner said. “But both offenses are 
very capable. We’ve been able to run 
the ball in both of our games, but we 
haven’t made as many plays in the 


" passing game. 


“We always worry about BYU’s 
passing game. Their statistics are all 
right, but they haven’t really shown 
the point production they’re capable 
of. They’ve scored only three touch- 
downs. Eventually those statistics are 
going to lead to points. I just hope it 
doesn’t start with us.” 

History says it will, however. 

BYU is 0-2 overall and 0-1 in the 
WAC, but Tollner doesn’t believe the 
Cougars are backed into a corner. 

“BYU is dangerous at any point,” he 
said. “They’ve won the conference 
starting off 2-0.and have won the con- 
ference starting off 0-2. They've been 
there, and they’re not going to get rat- 
tled. It think their record right now is 
really meaningless.” 

Air Force, meanwhile, is off to a 2-0 
start in the conference, and can jump 
to 3-0 by beating CSU. Would that 
give the Falcons a stranglehold on the 
championship? 

“Oh, no, I don’t think so at all,” 
AFA coach Fisher DeBerry protested. 
“BYU is 0-2 but they are a team that 
historically has gotten better and bet- 
ter as a season goes on. We play 
Fresno State on down the road, and 
they look to be very competitive. 
We’ve got New Mexico in two weeks, 
and we know they’re a much 
improved team. 


“So I think the WAC is still very 
much like it was at the beginning of 
the year. We just have been fortunate 
to win our first two games. We like 
where we are, but we certainly know 
we are a long way away from the 
top.” 

Air Force stunned BYU 38-12 to 
open the season and then beat 
Wyoming 34-10 last week. The 
Falcons rank third in the nation in 
rushing, averaging 410 yards per 
game, and their defense is first against 
the run, yielding only 24 yards per 
game. 

CSU knocked off Montana State 31- 
10 before bowing to nationally ranked 
Colorado 42-14 last week. 

Rams coach Sonny Lubick is not a 
fan of the schedule. 

“Yd like to spread things out,” he 
said. “In a perfect world, you’d like to 
have a week off now to get some guys 
healthy and then get about five or six 
good practices against the wishbone. 

“T wish we weren’t playing Air 
Force this week. Air Force is flying 


pretty high right now, and we’re not 


flying so high.” 

Utah, which has lost twice by 27-20 
scores to Oregon and Stanford, looks 
for revenge against a New Mexico 
team that upset the 8-0 Utes last year. 
The Lobos, idle last week, are playing 
the second of four straight home 
games. 

Hawaii, a 38-17 loser to Texas two 

weeks ago, has had a week off to pre- 
pare for Wyoming, which opened its 
season last week with the loss to Air 
Force. Rainbows’ starting quarterback 
Glenn Freitas is questionable with a 
shoulder injury. 
WAC NOTES: After a disappointing 
1-5 week against non-conference 
opponents, the WAC is 5-8 for the 
season. ... SDSU cornerback Ricky 
Parker broke school and WAC records 
last week when he returned two inter- 
ceptions for 146 yards. ... Air Force 
was not penalized against Wyoming 
last week, only the third time in WAC 
history that a team was not flagged. ... 
After one game, Wyoming quarter- 
back Josh Wallwork ranks third in the 
nation in total offense (324.0). ... New 
Mexico’s offensive line averages 
313.2 pounds per man, the largest in 
NCAA Division I-A football. ... Three 
Valdosta State coaches, including 
head coach Hal Mumme, have ties to 
UTEP. Valdosta went 11-2 last year 
but returns only three starters.

West High suit 
still unresolved 
in Utah court

When the students and choir at West 
High School in Salt Lake City decid- 
ed to Sing the song “Friends” at their 
high school graduation last spring, the 
resulting controversy created many 
problems for the attorneys on both 
sides. 

The ‘students had been ordered by 
the court to refrain from singing three 
songs, one of which was “Friends.” 
One Jewish student, Rachel 
Bauchman, was offended by the song 
because it was contrary to her reli- 
gious._beliefs. When students per- 
formed the song, despite the court 
order,-a suit was filed, and the case 
has been in the courts ever since. 

Recently, there has been talk about 
forcing the school to, sign a consent 
decree. A consent decree includes a 
list of guidelines set by the plaintiffs, 
and signed by the judge, which orders 
the defendants to behave in a certain 
way. If there is a violation of the 
decree, the defendants can be pulled 
back into court. 

Jay Rush, associate professor of 
communications, said he doubted that 
the judge would sign such a decree 
because “it would keep the courts in 
the matter permanently instead of 
solving the problem immediately.” 

Dan Larsen, assistant attorney gen- 
eral for Utah and the school’s lawyer, 
claimed that such an order goes way 
too far, and that his clients would 
never agree to it. 

Larsen further denied recent reports 
in the media that demands for the 
order were introduced in court on 
Sept ye 

“What that reporter heard was a 
conversation between myself and Mr. 
Anderson outside of the courtroom, in 
which he told me that any settlement 
should include a consent order,” 
Larsen said. 

Ross Anderson, attorney for the 
Bauchman’s, was unavailable for 
comment. 

Several students have submitted let- 
ters to local newspapers defending the 
choir director’s actions throughout the 
school year, and giving their opinions 
on the controversy. 

The choir director has been impli- 
cated in what took place at gradua- 
tion, but both the students and the 
school’s attorney claim that the 
singing of “Friends” was a sponta- 
neous action made by the collective 
group of students.

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U.N. women’s conference ends 
with heartfelt hopes for change

BEIJING — The world’s biggest 
women’s gathering ended today as it 
began: with calls for solidarity, heart- 
felt hopes for change and reminders 
that even a common cause can bring 
uncommon discord. 

The Fourth World Conference on 
Women, two weeks of official U.N. 
meetings preceded by a freewheeling 
week of seminars and protests in a 
muddy tent city outside Beijing, was 
poised to approve an ambitious plan 


to forge a new partnership between _ 


the world’s men and women. 

But as the 5,000 delegates discov- 
ered, agreeing on how to go about that 
wasn’t easy. 

Despite unity on the overriding goal 
to better every person’s life by better- 
ing the lives of women, divisions on 
specific points sparked passionate, 
sometimes painful arguments among 
the 189 member states. 

Lesbian rights were debated for the 
first time at the U.N. level, but were 
dropped from the final draft. Last- 


minute bargaining took place over 


whether human rights and sexual free- 
dom should vary according to reli- 
gious and cultural traditions. 

The full conference voted on the 
document today and adjourned, but 
results were not available at press 
time. 

The final 150-page platform was a 
sprawling affair which sought to cut 
across lines of class and culture to 
touch lives as diverse as those of an 
African village dweller and an 
American working woman. 

The platform denounced systematic 
rape as a weapon of war and called 
for an end to trafficking in women. 

It spoke out for more women in 
decision-making roles, and worked to 
balance the rights of children and 
their parents. It urged equal inheri- 
tance rights and decried on-the-job 
sexual harassment. 

“This is an important document for 
women, for our daughters, for the 
next century,” said U.S. delegate 
Linda Tarr-Whelan. 

Throughout the conference, predom- 
inantly Catholic countries often 
teamed up with mostly Muslim 
nations to fight provisions they 
believe would encourage immorality, 
including any mention of homosexu- 
ality. 

The Sudanese minister for social 
planning, Mariam Osman, told 
reporters she was distressed that what 
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she termed “absolute sexual rights” 
would be in the platform. 

About two dozen countries said they 
would in lodge some form of objec- 
tions to that part of the platform, 
which is nonbinding but intended to 
serve as a guide for governments. 

The Vatican, which kept a low pro- 
file but lobbied hard behind the 
scenes, consistently described the 
platform as anti-family, and was par- 
ticularly critical of the platform’s sec- 
tion on health. 
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“It is only focusing on sexul 
things,” spokesman Joaquin Navarr ‘ 
Valls complained of the platform 
health section. a
